whether towns will vote a tax for 
state aid roads or bridges to bo built 


, iri 1912. Procedure in voting1 these 
i taxes will be the Maine us In voting1 
tuxes fit regular town meetings, The 
question can be presented in the form 
of a resolution and can be voted on by 
acclamation or by a division of the 
house. Ifjv majority of the meeting 
so decide, tho question can ,be voted 
on by ballot, but this Is not necessary. 


The minimum tnx for Improving- a 


piece of road Is $400; for improving a 
bridge or bridges Is $250. One or botji 
or several taxes can be voted provided 


\ the total of all taxes does not exceed 3 


mills on the town's valuation, unless 
by a three-quarters vote tho limit is 
raised to S mills. If there is no county 
system of prospective state highways 
laid out In the county, taxes can be 
voted and the town board selects the 
roads or bridges to be built after the 
county board selects a system. 


If an Improvement is voted, tho 


town board must apply to the county 
board through the county clerk on or 
before September 1st for county aid 
on 
the Improvement.

the east slope of the Cascado-moun- 
jilns. and preparations are being made 
o hunt them down. 
The Cascade mountains have never 


been.known as the haunt of the griz- 
zlies. 
Jn the Blue mountains, about 


>60 miles to the east, however, the 
animals hare been known .to be fair- 
y plentiful. 


Oreat areas of the Blue mountains 


and near-by-Ridges "were buried: over 
n the great forest fires of last year, 
and'sothnt spring, the griertles did 
not find the supplies of food to .which 
lhey had been accustomed. 
It is be- 


lieved that they then, wandered across 
the ralleys to the range nearer the 
crest:': Here they'-also found insuffi- 
cient supplies;-and so. they have turn- 
ed on the stock which-ranges-the east 
slope of 'the Cascades.

Meetings. 


Many special town meetings will bi 


held in the next few days to cletenuiii' 
whether towns will vote a tax fo 
state aid roads or bridges to be bull 
iti 1912. Procedure in voting thes< 


; taxes will be the same aa in voting 


tuxus at regular town meetings. Th( 
([iiestiou can be presented Lti the font 
of a resolution and can be voted on b- 
.acclamation or by a division of th 
house. I£-a majority of the mectiit!., 
so decide, the question can be votc( 
on by ballot, but this is not necessary 
The minimum tax for improving a 


piece of road isS-tOO; for improving a 
bridge or bridges is S2SO. One or botl 
or several taxes can be voted provide( 
the total of ail taxes does not exceed 3 
mills ou the town's valuation, unless 
by a three-quarters vote the limit is 
rai.sed to S mills. If there is no county 
system of prospective state highways, 
laid out in the county, taxes can be 
voted and the town board selects the 
roads or bridges to be built after the 
county board selects a system. 


If an improvement is voted, the 


town board must apply to the county 
board through the county clerk on or 
before September 1st for county ah 
on

Mr. B. G B. Derrymnn, mayor of D*pt- 
ford, nnd Rev, Arthur Hart, vicar of 
Deplford, write: "May wn earnestly 
commend to your renders the sorloun 
condition of tho great historic Church 
of St. Nicholas, Ileptford. The church 
baa been condemned as unsafe by tbe 
London county council under the dan 
gerous structures act. In consequence 
the poor have been deprived of tbelr 
church. We appeal lo your readers to 
help us In the work ot restoration, 
which will cost £6,000. 


"Tho history of the church Is unique. 


It Is bound up and Identified wltb the 
Spanish Armada and Its defeat. It 
was In this parish Ibat Sir John Haw 
kins lived and devoted his energies to 
fitting out tbe ships for war. In Ibis 
church the admirals of tbe fleet met 
to worship before setting out to meet 
the foe. Hera Evelyn and Pepys (the 
diarists) and Sir Francis Drake were 
constant worshipper*. In this parish 
Evelyn discovered Grlnllng Gibbon* 
(the 
world renowned wood carver) 


and som* ot bis greatest work la to 
be seen In tb* old church, Including 
his msgnlBcent representation of 
Bieklel's vision. Tb* V*ll*y of Dry 
Bones.' Th* church I* rich wltb as- 
sociations In (be making of tb* British 
empire. It is the Westminster Abbey 
of th* British navy. Within It* wall* 
Peter Pett (tbe Inventor of the frigate 
the precursor of tbe modern cruiser) 
lies burled. 


"Many ot tb* greatest naval heroes 


find the(r resting place here. William 
Hawkins, brother to Sir John Haw- 
kins; Edward Penton, the notable 
ElUabethan explorer, who commanded 
the admiral's flsgsblp In the flght with 
Spain; Problater, Sir Francis Hosier, 
Captain Shelvocke, abd many of De- 
von's naval notabilities, are buried 
her*. Also within it* churchyard rests 
Kit Marlowe, th* celebrated dramatist 
and contemporary of Shakespeare. Un- 
der its shadow Peter th* Great, the 
emperor of Russia, l*ara*d th* art of 
shipbuilding. Tb* Dak* of W«Ulngton 
often visited tb*~churcb with Ik* Trln 
Ity brethren."—London Dally Tele- 
graph.

Famous Old Church In London Has 
• • ' . 
Innumerable Other Historic 


Associations. 


Mr. C. A. Montague Barlow, M. P.; 


Mr. B. G. B. Berryman, mayor of Dept- 
ford, and Rev. Arthur Hart, vicar of 
Deptford. write: "May wo earnestly 
commend to your readers the serious 
condition of the great historic Church 
of St. Nicholas. Deptford. The church 
has been condemned as unsafe by the 
London county council under the dan- 
gerous structures act. In consequence 
the poor, have been deprived of their 
church.

In this parish 
Evelyn discovered Grinling Gibbons 
(the world renowned wood carver), 
and some of his greatest work Is to 
be seen in the old church, including 
his 
magnificent 
representation 
of 


Ezeklei's vision: The Valley of Dry 
Bones' The church Is rich with as- 
sociations In the making of the British 
empire. '" It Is-the Westminster Abbey 
of. the British navy. Within Its walls 
Peter Pett. (the Inventor of the frigate, 
the'precursor of tha modern cruiser) 
lies buried. 
"Many of the greatest naval-heroes 


find'their resting place here. William 
Hawkins, brother to Sir John Haw- 
kins; Edward Fenton, the notable 
Elizabethan explorer, who commanded 
the admiral's flagship In the fight with 
Spain; Frobisher, Sir Francis Hozier, 
Captain Shelvocke, and many of- De- 
von's -naval notabilities, are 'burled 
here. Also within its churchyard rests 
Kit Marlowe, the celebrated dramatist 
and contemporary of Shakespeare. Un- 
der its shadow Peter the Great, the 
emperor of Russia, learned the.art of 
shipbuilding. The Duke of Wellington 
often visited the'church with the Trin- 
ity brethren."—London Dally Tele- 
Irraph.

mission as General. 


Old 
Lindsay 
Cabin 
Headquarters 


Where He Planned the Campaign 


Which Won Promotion and 


Started Great Career. 


Ironton. Mo.—Of all the events of 


the Civil war that are being recalled 
In the half-century anniversary t revi- 
val of Interest, few are of more gen- 
eral Interest than the story of Gen. 
O. S. Grunt's receiving his commission 
as Brigadier-General on Missouri soil. 
A movement has been started to pur- 
chase the site at Ironton of tho deliv- 
ery of this commlssior for a national 
pork. 
: 
The campaign which 
Gen. Grant 


planned at the cabin which wan his 
first headquarters as general brought 
him advancement from Brigadier Gen 
eral to Major General and was the 
real beginning of his career as a vic- 
torious commander. 


A graduate of West Point, who bad 


seen service In the 
Mexican war, 


Grant had left ihe army because uo 
could not support his family on his 
salary. 
Ho tried farming near St. 


Louis, became a real estate ngent 
without much financial success, and 
in 1860 moved his family to Galena, 
I1L, whore he became a clerk In his 
father's leather store. 


At tho outbreak of the Civil war bo 


drilled a company organized at Ga- 
lena and accompanied them to Spring- 
field, when It was sworn in and In- 
corporated Into a regiment 


Gov. 
Yntes obtained Grant's serv- 


ices as Inspector of state troops to re- 
port to tbe government, and 
when 


President Lincoln issued the second 
call for volunteers Grant was sent to 
Mattoon to muster in the regiment, of 
which ho became colonel. 


He has confessed that he was not 


confident of the outcome of his llrst 
skirmish, but he found his opposing 


Grant's Ironton Headquarters. 


officer had less confidence and had re- 
treated before Grant and his men ar- 
rived. Grant said that the memory of 
that Incident always gave him cour- 
age when preparing to make an attack 
or when In the thick of tbe fighting. 


August 8 Grant arrived with his reg- 


toent 
at Ironton, to relieve Col. B. 


Gratz Brown, who later became gov- 
ernor of Missouri and who was a vlce- 
;jresidcntal candidate In 1872. 


August 9, President Lincoln signed 


the commission of Brigadier General 
Grant, aad this fact was telegraphed 
^rom Washington to Ironton. 
Grant 


Vas encamped near a spring on the 
James Lindsay property, not far from 
the Iron County courthouse. When 
Lindsay learned tbat Grant had 
be- 


come a general, he move;: Mra. Lind- 
say and their babies to his farm near 
Pilot Knob and tendered his mud- 
chinked log home to Gen. Grant for 
his headquarters. The offer was ac- 
cepted and the Lindsay cabin became 
_the first headquarters of Gen. Grant, 
although ho spent a-largo part of his 
time sitting at an old pine table in the 
shade oi an oak tret. In the yard work- 
ing out plans for a campaign. It was 
while sitting In the shade of tbo now 
historic Grant oak that ho received 
by mall, August 14, the commission of 
which h* had been notified by tele- 
graph. August 30, Grant took leave 
o£ bis regiment on the river campaign, 
which won his promotion to 
n-ajor 


.general of volunteers in 
February, 


1S62. His later achievement* are his- 
tory. 
.The Grant 
headquarter 
premises 


have- been known for many years as 
"Emerson Park," the lato Judge JL W. 
Emerson having acquired tbe property 
and erected a fine brick residence on 
the site of the log house. In 18S6J the 
surviving members of Gen. Grant's 
regiment erected a statue of a fed- 
eral soldier to mark tbe spot where be 
received his commission. 


The property is now owned by J. H. 


York,'who maintains it a-; his resi- 
dence, but a movement has been start- 
ed to have tbe government purchase 
this property and.-*the battlefield at 
Fort Davidson, a mile away, as nation- 
al parks. 


Mrs. Lindsay, whose humble home 


was Gen. Grant's first headquarters, 
lives in St. Louis, but visits the thrill- 
ing scenes of her- young motherhood 
each summer. 


Lindsay, who died several years .ago, 


was a' union supporter .and active in 
the. Ironton'Home Guards. He inti- 
mately knew all the surrounding coun- 
try and. did some valuable scouting 
for Gen. Grant, who rode over to the 
farm several times to see that all was 
well with Mrs. Lindsay and her babiet 
during Lindsay's absence.
